Depoſition of Peter Hackman, ſworn 21ſt September, 1780. 


Anſwers of Peter Hackman, Maſter of the Swediſh Brig called the Victory, the Cargo whereof has been 
ſeized and taken by Captain John Hill, Commander of the Private Ship of War called the Trimmer, examined 
upon the ſtanding Interrogatories. | 


To the firſt the Reſpondent anſwers, That he was born at Scheningen, a Town in Sweden, but he now 
lives, and has lived for theſe forty Years laſt paſt, at Stockholm; that he is a Subject of the King of 
Sweden, and a Burgher of Stockholm aforeſaid. 


To the 2d, That he was preſent at the Time of detaining the Brig or Veſſel, and taking and ſeizing her 
Cargo, concerning which he is now examined, which Veſſel had not any Commiſſion whatſoever. 


To the 3d, That the ſaid Veſſel was detained, and her Cargo ſeized and taken on the 16th Day of 
September, inſtant, at the Diſtance of about one German Mile from Benicarlo, on the Coaſt of Valencia, 
under Pretext that her Cargo was Spaniſh Property, and they were brought into the Port of Mahon; that ſhe 
ſailed under Swediſh Colours, and had no other Colours on board; that ſhe made no Reſiſtance when ſhe 
was detained as aforeſaid by a Private Ship of War of Great Britain called the Trimmer, commanded by 
Captain John Hill, who, as he believes, acted with a proper Commiſſion. 


To the 4th, That the Name of the Maſter of the ſaid Veſſel is Peter Hackman, being this Reſpondent, 
who was appointed to the Command of her by Meſſieurs Peter Hogberg and Co. Merchants, reſiding at 
Stockholm; and he took Poſſeſſion of her at Stockholm aforeſaid. 


To the 5th, That the ſaid Veſſel is of the Burthen of about 112 Swediſh Laſts, and is navigated with 12 
Mariners, beſides this Reſpondent, who are all Swedes, and were ſhipped by this Reſpondent at Goten- 
burg, in the Month of May laſt. nk 


To the 6th, That neither this Reſpondent, nor any of his Officers or Mariners have any Share in the 
ſaid Veſſel, nor in her Cargo; that this Reſpondent belonged to her at the Time of the ſaid Detention , 
and was Maſter of her ; that he has known her about ſeven Years, and firſt ſaw her at Stockholm, and ſhe 
was built in Finland. | | | 


To the 7th, That the Name of the ſaid Veſſel is the Victoria, and ſhe always has been called by 
that Name ever ſince he knew her; that ſhe had a Swediſh Paſſport on board; that ſhe ſailed from Barce- 
lona in Ballaſt, in her laſt Voyage, and went to Salon in Ballaſt, where ſhe took in one hundred and 
ninety Pipes of Brandy, and from Salon ſhe was to go to Benicarlo, where ſhe was to take in one hundred and 
fifty Pipes of ditto, and from Benicarlo ſhe was to fail to Morviedo, where ſhe was to ſhip one hundred 
Pipes of ditto, and with the whole of ſaid Cargo ſhe was to proceed to Oſtend, where it was to be delivered; 


that her laſt Voyage began at Barcelona, and was to have ended at Oſtend; that the whole Quantity of 


Brandy which was ſhipped at Salon has not been yet delivered into any Port; that ſhe failed from Barcelona 
in the Middle of Auguſt, and ſhe tailed from Salon in the Beginning of this Month. | 


To the 8th, That the ſaid Cargo was put on board in the Beginning of this Month, 


To the gth, That at the Time of the ſaid Detention the Owners of the ſaid Veſſel were ſaid Meſſieurs 
Peter Hogberg and Company.

To the 11th, That all the ſaid one hundred and ninety Pipes Brandy were ſhipped at Salon. 


To the 12th, That he does not know the Names of the Laders of the ſaid one hundred and ninety Pipes 
of Brandy, but he knows that they are Spaniſh Merchants reſiding at. Salon ; that he does not know who are 
the Owners of the ſaid Brandy, or what Countrymen they are, or where they live or carry on their Buſineſs 
or Trade; that he does not know who are the Conſignees of the ſaid Brandy, or what Countrymen they are, 
or where they live or carry on their Buſineſs or Trade, but he believes that the ſaid Brandy was conſigned to 
Meſſieurs Frederick Romberg and Company, who are Merchants at Oſtend, as he was told ſo by the Laders 
thereof; that the ſaid Cargo was to be delivered at Oſtend, and he does not know for whoſe Account, 
Riſk, and Benefit it was to be delivered there; that he can take upon himlelf to ſwear that he verily be- 
lieves, that at the Time of the lading of the ſaid Cargo, and at this preſent Time, the ſaid Cargo did and 
does belong to Spaniards reſiding in Spain, but he cannot ſay in any Manner whatſoever whole Property the 
ſaid Cargo will be, if it ſhall be reſtored and unladen at Oſtend. . 


To the 13th, That he dces not recollect how many Sets of Bills of Lading were ſigned at Salon for the 
Goods ſeized on board, but he believes that three or four Sets of Bills of Lading were ſigned, conſiſting each 
ot four Bills of Lading, all which Bills of Lading were of the fame Tenor and Date as to each Set; and he 
does not know whether any Bills of Lading were ſigned which were falſe or colourable, nor can he 
form any Belief whether the Bills of Lading that were ſigned tor the ſaid Brandy were falſe or colourable, 
or not. | 


To the 14th, That he does not know whether there are any Papers in Great Britain regarding the ſaid 
Veſſel or her Cargo. 


To the 15th, That a Charter-party was ſigned for the ſaid Voyage, a Copy whereof he had on board 
at the Time of the ſaid Detention, but the Original remained at Barcelona, in the Hands of the Broker, 
between whom and this Reſpondent it was made, who did not tell this Reſpondent by whoſe Order and for 
whole Account the ſaid Veſſel was freighted ; and this Reſpondent ſigned an Obligation wherein it was 


expteſſed that this Reſpondent was to go to the above mentioned Ports on the Coaſt of Spain, and to car-

Commiſſary and Judge of the Vice Admiralty 
Court in the Iſland of Minorca and Territories thereunto belonging, having heard, ſcen and underitood, 
and fully and maturely diſcuſſed the Circumſtances and Merits of a Cauſe depending in this Court, con- 
cerning the Capture or Seizure of a Cargo, conſiſting of Brandy, taken and ſeized as Prize, on board the 
Swediſh Snow or Veſſel called the Victoria, whereof Peter Hackman is Maſter, in the Proſecution of her 
Voyage from Barcelona and Salon to Binicarlo in Spain, on the 16th Day of September laſt, about one 
German Mile diſtant from Binicarlo aforeſaid, by a private Ship of War of Great Britain, called the Trim- 
mer, commanded by Captain John Hill, by Virtue of a Commiſſion or Letter of Marque to him duly granted 
to command the ſaid private Ship of War, then and by him, the ſaid Captain John Hill, brought or ſent into 
the Port of Mahon in this Iſland, which Cauſe is now depending before us on behalf of the ſaid Captain John 
Hill, againſt the ſaid Cargo, conſiſting in one hundred and ninety Pipes of Brandy, and againſt all and 
ſingular Perſons having or pretending to have any Right, Title or Intereſt in the ſame; and he, the ſaid
